Applicants have argued in the paper filed on 10/29/03 in response to the final 
office action present in the parent case that the combination of Joyce, Jr. et al and 
Troiani et al is not obvious. Applicants point out that historically the controls of the 
different brake systems were separate not integrated and points to Kettle, Jr. (U. S. 
Patent no. 5,984,427) as proof of the problem and its time frame (which is roughly the 
same period of time as the initial filing of the oldest parent of this case). The examiner, 
on further consideration, has decided that a rejection under 103 is not proper.
